Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1-1 1 recite mathematical algorithm and abstract 
ideas without any limitation to a tangible and concrete result(s). The training is mental 
training (see figure 1 ). Therefore, claims 1-1 1 is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 6/1 1/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues at page 5 that "matrix is not mathematical sense". However, the 
rejection was not based on matrix sense.
